Rabbits are so numerous In some 
sections of Illinois this winter that 
thousands of fruit trees imay be dam- 
aged unless they are made rabbit- 
proof before tho first heavy snows, 
according to R, S. Marsh, of tho hohtl- 
cultural department. College of Agri- 
culture, University ot Illinois. Heavy 
snows not only cut offff other food 
supplies of tlie rabbits, but also make 
it posslhlu for them to reach the 
upper trunks and crowps of fruit 
trees to nibble nt bark which they 
seem to relish, he said. Heavy roof- 
ing paper, wood veneed or hardware 
cloth may be used for protective bar- 
riers around the trees. The material 
should be wrapped around the trunk 
of the .tree from the base up to at 
least 20 or 30 Inches above the 
ground. The deeper the snow Is like- 
ly to be, the higlior the barriers 
should be. Marsh said. "" 



Warns Against 

Slough Fires 



It Is not only unlawful and expen- 
sive to start slough fires, hut strictly 
against the sportsman's code, is the 
statement frorm the state department 
on the conser^'atlon of fish and ganic 
In warning that the legislation against 
firing sloughs will be enforced ugaUut 
all offenders. 

With the Btate now releasing hun- 
dreds of pheasants for propagation in 
northern Illinois and prlnclimlly In 
the Lakes Region, the authorities 
point out that these game birds re- 
quire the natural cover of these 
marshes for habitation. Reports have 
been registered with tho law enforc- 
ing bodies that some so-called sports- 
men have been setting fire to sloughs 
In an effort to chase rabbits, other 
fur-hearing animals and game birds 
into the open for an unethical hluHt 
from their shotguns. 

Fire Chief James Stearns of the 
Antioch FIro deportment dlscloat-i 
that while slough fires may not hi.'Lm 
hazardous they have caused consid- 
erable trouble and expense to the dt^ 
partment.

1, found 1.382 Laka 
county family heade with places on 
the WPA payroll, District Director 
Mogans Ipsen of Rockford announced 
today. 

In twenty-one northern Illinois 
counties of District one, the works 
progress admlnlstrallon Itself hod 
11,969 actually working as direct fed- 
eral relief ended. Additional thous- 
ands were working on PWA, war de- 
partment and agricultural department 
projects, and highway, bridge, and 
grade separation construction sup- 
ported by tho 14,800,000,000 worfc 
fund but not directly under -WP^ 
supervision., 

2,000 Workers Rejected 
When reassignment of approximate- 
ly 3,000 workers rejected by project 
foreman because of pbyclcal disabil- 
ity to do work assigned Is completed* 
the district will have 13.000 to 14,000 
•men on actual WPA aaslgnmontfl. 
with the remainder of Its employable 
relief clients working for other fed- 
eral agencies. If light task* can he- 
found for the 2,000 on non-cansthio- 
tlon projects they will be reassigned; 
otherwise they wIU be rtHurned to 
state relief rolls. 

Drafting payrolls and writing pay 
checks for the huge working army be- 
came the most urgent and dtfUcuIt 
Administrative problem facing WPA 
officials as the shift from relief lo 
Jobs was made. Although pay rolls 
In some Instances have been held up 
as long as ten days hy the temporary 
Jam In WPA'a state financo ofllce. 
steps were taken early this week lo 
br«iak the'jnm and Ipsen said tutut'e 
wage e'.'nplayment would bo nmilo 
promptly.

Jord, tax the iwanut vendor, tax the merchants— the 
tax is paid by the tenant, the peanut nnmchcr, the 
housewife. 

Don't vote class taxes blindly.
